-An Act to legalize and confirm gifts, grants and devises to
Bishop Seabury Mission.

-fiECTiDs 1. All grant*, gifta uid derlju m*d« to the 8e*bnry Mluion, are hereby le-

gal! led—authorized to retain or dJipo*« of said fitlt, etc., for the bent-

fit of laid Miition—anthorlied olio to receive by purchase or gift, real

or purwnal property.

2. When act to Uk« effect.

£e it enacted oy the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. That all and singular the grants, gifts and
•devises of all property, real and personal, heretofore made Aiirranti, eta.
to the Bishop Seabury Mission, located at Faribault, in
the county of Rice, and state of Minnesota, be and each
of them is hereby legalized, confirmed and made valid to
all intents and purposes, specified in and by any such
grant, gift or devise. And the said mission in addition
"to its other powers and franchises is hereby authorized to
retain nil such grants, gifts and devises so made, and to
hold and use the same, and to sell, convey, mortgage, let
or otherwise dispose of the same for objects and purposes
of such mission. And the said mission is also hereby au-
thorized to receive either by purchase, gift, grant or devise
and to hold and use the same for the purposes of such
mission, any real and personal property, and may sell,
convey, mortgage, let or otherwise dispose of the same
-or any part thereof for purposes and objects of such
•mission.

Sec. 2. This act shall take efiect from and after its when aetu
.passage.
